FASTI  DUNBLANENSES

Students  of  Scottish  medieval  history  have  felt  the  need  of  complete 
lists  of  the  clerics  who  held  office  in  the  dioceses  of  Scotland.  Such  lists 
would  provide  useful  information  about  many  men  of  note,  whose 
careers  are  difficult  to  trace  without  an  amount  of  labour  which  few 
can  give  to  the  task  ; they  would  afford  an  interesting  picture  of  the 
organisation  of  the  Church,  and  enable  the  student  to  see  from  a fresh 
angle  the  rise  and  fall  of  the  Roman  Church  in  Scotland. 

The  late  Bishop  Dowden,1  following  Bishop  Keith,2  gave  a reliable 
list  of  Scottish  medieval  bishops,  but  so  far  nothing  has  been  done  to 
set  forth,  with  any  claim  to  completeness,  the  names  and  dates  of  the 
lesser  men  who  carried  on  the  diocesan  activities,  many  of  them  inter- 
esting and  capable  men  who  influenced  the  history  of  their  country. 

With  some  diffidence  the  writer  offers  this  list  of  the  men  who  served 
the  diocese  of  Dunblane  in  the  Middle  Ages  ; it  is  no  more  than  pre- 
liminary, and  doubtless  other  students  will  be  able  to  add  to  it  informa- 
tion which  will  be  gladly  received  at  their  hands.  The  medieval 
registers  and  charters  of  Dunblane  have  been  lost,  probably  since  the 
Reformation,  and  considerable  search  has  failed  to  discover  even  a hint 
of  their  present  home,  if  home  they  have.  The  particulars  given  have 
therefore  been  gathered  from  the  papers  of  other  dioceses  and  monas- 
teries, from  Papal  letters,  family  charter  chests,  and  other  printed 
sources,  and  have  been  fitted  together  into  a coherent  whole.  A list  of 
the  parishes  in  the  diocese  of  Dunblane,  with  the  names  and  dates  of 
those  who  served  in  them,  will  be  given  later.

THE  CATHEDRAL 
Episcopi  (Bishops) 

The  compiler  agrees  with  Keith  that  the  first  Bishop  of  Dunblane  is 
“ M.  de  Dubblan.”  By  no  conceivable  twisting  of  the  writing  in  the 
Bull  of  Adrian  IV,  27th  February  1155,  can  the  name  be  anything  but 
“ M.”  Dowden’s  footnote  on  p.  193  is  a strange  comment  for  a historian 
to  make.  Laurence  is,  therefore,  in  the  writer’s  judgment,  the  second 
bishop. 

For  the  rest,  Dowden’s  list  is  admirably  correct,  and  only  requires  some 
amplification  in  places.

Archidiaconi  (Archdeacons) 

On  29. 1. 1239-40,  the  garbal  tithes  of  Rossyn  (in  Dunning)  and 
Strathyn  (in  Aberuthven),  of  Strugeth  and  Ameluoy,  of  Panan  and 
Runehalache,  valued  at  20  marks,  were  assigned  to  the  archdeaconry  of 
Dunblane  “ about  to  be  constructed.”  This  does  not  mean  that  there 
were  no  archdeacons  before  1239,  but  that  the  office  now  had  an  endow- 
ment from  the  sources  named.  CAI  : 59-60,  201-2,  282-3.
